4. Criminal Proceedings: 


The Hon ble Supreme Court in its recent Judgement dated 13-8-1997 
between Vishaka & Ors. V /s State of Rajasthan and Others has defined 
what constitutes sexualharassment in work places and has also laid down 
certain guidelines to prevent such harassment. The extracts of these 
guidelines are annexed to this Circular. 

All the Heads ofDepartments and other concerned are hereby required 
to ensure the implementation of these guidelines and observe strictly the 
norms at all the work places under their control so as to ensure the 
preserverance and enforcement of the right to gender equality . 

Any violation of these administrative instructions shall be viewed 
seriously and shall be considered as misconduct on the part of any 
Government servant committing the offence.

Where such conduct amounts to a specific offence under the Indian 
Penal Code or under any otherLaw the employer shall initiate appropriate 
action in accordance with Law by making a complaintwith theappropriate 
authority . 

In particular, it should ensure that victims, or witnesses are not 
victimized or discriminated against while dealing with complaints of sexual 
harassment. The victims of sexual harassment should have the option 
to seek transfer of the perpetrator or their own transfer.

JUDGEMENTdated 13-8-1997 


5. Disciplinary Action : 

Where such conduct amounts to misconduct in employmentasdefined 
by the relevant service Rules , appropriate disciplinary action should be 
initiated by the employer in accordance with those Rules. 


6. Complaint Mechanism : 


1. Duty of the Employer or other Reponsible Persons in Work 
Places and Other Institutions: 

It shall be the duty of the Employer or other responsible persons in 
work places or other institutions to prevent or deter the commission of 
acts of sexual harassment and to provide the procedures for the resolution , 
settlementor prosecution of acts ofsexual harassmentby taking all steps 
required . 


Whether or not such conduct constitutes an offence under Law or 
a breach ofthe service rules , an appropriate complaintmechanism should 
be created in the employer s organization for redress of the complaint 
made by the victim . Such complaintmechanism should ensure time bound 
treatment of complaints.

7. Complaints Committee : 

The complaintmechanism , referred to in (6 ) above , should be adequate 
to provide , where necessary ,a Complaints Committee ,a special counsellor 
or other support service , including themaintenance of confidentiality. 

The Complaints Committee should be headed by a woman and not 
less than half of its members should be women . Further, to prevent the 
possibility of any undue pressure or influence from senior levels , such 
Complaints Committee should involve a third party , either NGO or other 
body who is familiar with the issue of sexual harassment. 

The Complaints Committee must take an annual report to the 
Government Department concerned of the complaints and action taken 
by them .
